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Money 
surplus 
surprise 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—The government 
balanced its budget for the first time in 
nine years during the business year just 
concluded, possibly causing the Nixon 
Administration an embarrassment of 
riches in its effort to extend the income 
tax surcharge. 
Figures for the fiscal year that ended 
June 30 showed federal income exceed­ 
ed spending by $3,073,988,000, the first 
time since 1960 the government’s books 
had been in the black and the biggest 
surplus since 1957. 
The surplus was a stark contrast to 
the $25.2 billion deficit recorded during 
the previous fiscal year. Both the Nixon 
and Johnson administrations had predict­ 
ed a surplus but the size came as a sur­ 
prise. As recently as July 8, Budget 
Director Robert P. Mayo told the Sen­ 
ate Finance Committee the surplus would 
be about $900 million. Income tax re­ 
ceipts provided most of the increase. 
Mayo used the forecast of thin surplus 
as an argument in favor of the adminis­ 
tration’s proposal to extend the surtax 
at its present 10 per cent rate until Dec. 
31 
and then at 5 per cent until June 
30, 1970. 
Senate Majority Leader Mike Mans­ 
field, who has vowed to delay a vote 
on the surtax extension until a com­ 
prehensive tax reform bill is ready for 
action, was asked if the budget report 
would change his strategy. 
“ The news is good,’’ Mansfield said. 
“Pm delighted with it. But the situation 
is unchanged.” 
Mayo, in testimony to the House Ways 
and Means Committee May 20 and to the 
Senate 
Finance Committee July 8, said 
extension of the surtax would spell the 
difference between an inflation-dampen­ 
ing surplus for the present fiscal year 
or an inflationary deficit. 
With the surtax, he said, the budget 
for this fiscal year would be $6.33 bil­ 
lion in the black. But, opponents of the 
surcharge now point out, if the surplus 
for this fiscal year is as much underesti­ 
mated as the margin for the last one, the 
budget will balance even without the $7.6 
billion the surtax would raise.

Gun control 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A Presiden­ 
tial 
commission 
has recommended a 
state-federal 
attack on gun ownership 
that could take as many as 21 million 
handguns away from persons who pres­ 
ently own them. 
The suggestion was made Monday by 
the President’s 
Commission on the 
Causes and Prevention of Violence, a pan­ 
el established to investigate the back­ 
ground of assassinations and urban vio­ 
lence. 
The commission recommended that 
states be given four years to pass laws 
deciding which of their citizens should 
be allowed to possess handguns. At the 
end of four years, a federal law would take 
over 
requiring all pistol owners not so 
protected by state laws to surrender 
their arms, for compensation. 


Economy drive 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - State govern- 
ment embarked today on a new economy 
drive ordered by Gov. Ronald Reagan to 
drastically cut back costs during the 1970 
election year. 
Most Democrats cautiously withheld 
comment, but one leader termed the plan 
“ ridiculous” and said it was inspired 
to boost the Republican Governor’s ex­ 
pected re-election bid. Reagan denied it. 
The program calls for a reduction in 
the work force below the level of 1967 
when Reagan took office and envisions 
the abandonment of some state services 
deemed not of the highest priority. 


Rights cancelled 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) —Western Air- 
lines flights in 14 western states were 
cancelled for today after 2,000 aircraft 
mechanics went on strike at midnight. 
Negotiations between the Teamsters 
Union Local 
2707 broke off Monday 
night following confirmation that me­ 
chanics voted against accepting a tenta­ 
tive contract agreement made July 18.

Troops clash near 


Sea of Galilee

Israeli troops clashed with Jordanian 
forces today near the Sea of Galilee 
and two Israeli civilians died when their 
car struck an Arab mine. An Arab guer­ 
rilla organization said U.N. Middle East 
cease - fire observers would be treated 
as its enemy. 
An Israeli military spokesman said 
Israelis and Jordanians battled 
with 
machineguns near Ashdod Yakov on the 
Jordan River cease-fire line. An Israe­ 
li soldier was wounded. 
Two civilians were killed when their 
car hit a mine which Israel said was 
planted by Arab guerrillas in the Jor­ 
dan Valley eight miles south of the Sea 
of Galilee. 
ALFatah, the leading Arab guerrilla 
organization, in a broadcast from Cairo 
said U.N. observers stand in the way of 
Arab conquest of Palestine and Israeli- 
held territory.

The tax expired June 30 but Congress, 
anticipating an extension rushed through 
a bill to allow employers to continue 
withholding taxes at the surtax rate un­ 
til the end of this month —“ 12 o'clock 
midnight, Thursday next,” as Mans- 
field put it. 


A bill for a further 15-day extension 
became trapped in parliamentary manei* 
vering in the House Monday. Today, an­ 
other attempt was to be made to pass it. 
That would require a twothirds vote. 
Ways and Means Committee Chairman 
Wilbur D. Mills, tried to get the House 
to take up the 15-day measure under a 
procedure whereby only one objection 
would prevent consideration. When Rep. 
Wayne L, Hays, D-Ohio, objected, Mills 
said he would ask the rules commit­ 
tee on Tuesday for clearance to get the 
bill to the floor. 
Mills said failure to continue surtax 
rates 
won’t kill the tax bill. Beyond 
Thursday the lower pre-surtax withhold­ 
ing rates would become effective, Mills 
said. Taxpayers would have to pay any 
tax not withheld next April 15. 
But even if it passes the House, 
Mansfield refused to give Sen. Everett 
M. Dirksen, the Republican leader, the 
assurances Dirksen sought that it will 
be sped to a vote in the Senate.

Nixon, wife plan 
journey to Saigon 
to visit troops'

BANGKOK 
(UPIj — White 
House 
sources said today President and Mrs. 
Nixon will fly to Saigon Wednesday. 
The sources said Nixon would go 
there to “ visit the troops' 
and that 
Mrs. Nixon would spend her time visit­ 
ing military hospitals in the South Viet­ 
namese capital. 
There had been speculation on such a 
visit since Nixon set out on his seven- 
nation tour of Asia and Communist Rom­ 
ania, but 
the White House has refused 
to comment for security reasons. 
Today, White House spokesman Ronald 
Zeigler would not confirm or deny the 
reports, saying only, “ I don't have any 
information at all to give you.” 
But other sources on the President's 
staff said they would leave here Wed­ 
nesday, probably before noon 1 a.m. 
(EDT) aboard Nixon’s plane, Air Force 
One. He had kept his Wednesday schedule 
free for such a trip, as had Mrs. Nixon. 
Nixon conferred today with Thai Prime 
Minister Thanom Kittikachorn and For­ 
eign Minister Thanat Khoman and then 
with U S. Far Eastern envoys, including 
Ellsworth Bunker, ambassador to Sai­ 
gon. 
Khoman said Nixontoldthem the United 
States would begin the gradual with­ 
drawal of the 47,000 American troops 
in Tailand as the war in Vietnam tapers 


off 
Saigon dispatches said Gen. Creighton 
W Abrams, chief of U S. forces in Viet­ 
nam, flew here today to talk with Nixon 
and discuss the possibility of withdraw­ 
ing more troops from Vietnam. A Sai­ 
gon visit would give Nixon opportunity 
to discuss this further with President 
Nguyen Van Thieu. 
The visit to Saigon also would give 
him a chance to see for himself how the 
war was progressing, And it could give 
him a chance to say goodbye to 750 
men of the U S 
9th Infantry Division 
who are leaving Bien Hoa, 15 miles 
north of Saigon, on Wednesday for home. 
The departing ninth Infantry will bring 
to more than 7,000 the number of Am­ 
ericans withdrawn from Vietnam since 
he announced on Midway Island last 
month that 25,000 would be withdrawn 
by the end of August and more if the 
situation warranted. 
President Lyndon B Johnson visited 
Vietnam twice and each time he went 
to Cam Ranh Bay on the seacoast north­ 
east of Saigon, one of the more secure 
areas in Vietnam. His visits were in 
October, 1966 and at Christmas, 1967, 
Saigon is much less secure than Cam 
Ranh Bay but the sources said Nixon 


did not want to go to Cam Ranh Bay 
because he did not want to be identified 
with Johnson's role in the war at all. 
Although Saigon has been hit by rockets 
and mortars in the past, there have been 
no attacks in recent weeks nor have 
there been any recent attacks against 
Tan Son Nhut, the big air base on the 
fringes of Saigon where Nixon would 
be expected to land. Another base that 
could handle Air Force One is Bien 
Hoa, 13 miles north of Tan Son Nhut. 
There has been comparatively heavy 
fighting in the Saigon area in the past 
few days. U S 
combat soldiers, heli­ 
copter gunships and artillery killed 70 
guerrillas Monday in clashes near the 
villages of Trang Bang and Go Dau 
Ha, 28 and 35 miles northwest of Sai­ 
gon. This first fighting in the area in 
10 days killed six Americans and wounded 
51.

insanity or irreconciliable dif­ 
ferences.

that 
most 
Nevada 
lawyers center their business 
around “ the general practice of 
law —they may or may not 
include divorce. The California 
law won’t have much effect on 
law practice here.” 


McKissick then backtracked, 
saying his remarks were made 
as an aside during an interview 
and were intended in a kidding 
manner and not for publication. 


Statistics are not kept by 
Nevada on which state people 
i come from to obtain a divorce 
since they must establish local 
residence and are then consi­ 
dered Nevadans in the records. 


But a quick survey indicated 
that in the past few months, 
about 
half 
of the persons 
applying for a divorce were 
from California. 
Opponents of the new Califor­ 
nia measure argued it would 
make divorce too easy and also 
that the final compromise bill 
did not accomplish all it set out

“ I think we should be in the 
business of making marriages 
that are finished more easily 
dissolvable,” he said. 
“ We 
should not force people who 
cannot live together to do so.”

Beach, 
opposed 
the 


measure because he said it 
abetted the gradual eroding of 
the family in American life. 
“ Instead of trying to preserve 
the family as a unit we’re going 
in the opposite direction of 
making it easier to get a 
divorce,” he said.

Oil suit against Federal gov't, 
could be undermined by State 


County 
officials expressed 
fears today that the State Lands 
Com m ission could undermine 
he 
county’s oil suit against 
the Federal government if it 
decides Thursday to allow re­ 
sumption of drilling in the state 
tidelands off the South Coast 
area. 


County Supervisor 
George 
H Clyde, who has spearheaded 
the county’s drive to have d rill­ 
ing halted in the state and fed­ 
eral waters as a result of 
pollution of the channel, will 
leave Santa Barbara Wednesday 
with County Counsel George 
P. Kading to attend the com ­ 
m ission meeting scheduled for 
Thursday morning. 
With two county supervisors 
on vacation this week on the 
five-man board, the board was 
in no position Monday to ap­ 
prove a resolution to be sent 
to Sacramento urging the com­ 
mission to desist from such a 
move as has been rumored. 
Clyde, board vice-chairman, 
took over as chairman Monday 
with Chairman Francis H Bea­ 
ttie, of Lompoc, absent. Beattie 
and Supervisor Joe J Callahan, 
of Santa Barbara, are both vaca­ 
tioning 
this 
week, 
and are 
attending the National Associa­ 
tion of Counties convention in 
Portland, Ore. The five-day con­ 
vention ends Wednesday. 
Clyde apparently could have 
gotten support on a resolution 
against further state tidelands 
drilling only from Supervisor 
Daniel 
G. Grant. Supervisor 
Curtis Tunnell, of Santa Maria, 
the other supervisor, had indi­ 
cated recently he was pulling 
away from the board’s previous 
position urging the state to 
call a permanent halt to new 
drilling. Tunnell explained at 
the time he was concerned the 
county would lose considerable 
tax revenues if this occurred. 
As one county official put it: 
“ It wouldn’t look good sending 
a resolution to the commission 
endorsed by only two of the five 
supervisors.” 
The supervisors earlier had 
appropriated $30,000 in the cur­ 
rent fiscal year’s budget to as­ 
sist with prosecuting its case 
against 
the 
Federal govern­ 
ment. The matter is slated 
soon before a three-judge U S 
District Court hearing in Los 
Angeles. 
Courthouse circles said it was s 
clear that if the State of Cal­ 
ifornia and Gov. Reagan himself 
did not support the county in 
its anti-oil fight, the Federal 
government would see no reason 
for not resuming drilling on a 
wholesale scale in the channel. 
It was recalled Gov. Reagan 
has never replied directly to 
the supervisors when they sent 
him a letter of appeal months 
ago asking him to intervene with 
President Nixon to halt further 
channel drilling on the Federal 
parcels.

The Merchant of Venice is a study 
in changing social 
attitudes. Shako 
speare’s play, being performed during 
the repertory season by the Pacific 
Conservatory of the Performing Arts at 
Allan Hancock College, continues to 
evoke a variety of actors and provoke 
disparate comments by critics. 
In 
the Elizabethan theatre, "Mer­ 
chant” was said to be written and ro 
ceived as a comedy, but through the 
metamorphisis of years, it has also 
evolved into a serious drama, dominated 
by the character who had originally been 
its butt. Shyiock has seemingly been 
transformed from a villanous buffoon 
to a dignified tragic figure. In Shake- 
speare’s day, a Jew was the natural 
and inevitable victim of jest. The geni­ 
us of Shakespeare is demonstrated in 
the pains he took to probe into and m o 
tivate, even to justify, this character, 
who would have been readily accepted 
in a single dimension. Yet Shakespeare 
allotted to Shyiock no more than his 
due place in this otherwise conven­ 
tional comedy. He appears not at all 
in the last act. 
Shyiock is projected by Michael Bob. 
koff of Houston, Texas, a senior in 
acting at the University of Texas. Bob. 
koff has had extensive stage and tele­ 
vision experience in Texas, which has 
assisted him in his thorough interpre­ 
tation of Shyiock. 
Bassanio as a young Venetian ger* 
tleman seeking to borrow funds for woo 
ing 
from his friend, the merchant 
Antonio. Antonio: 
has all his money 
invested in cargoes at sea, but his ere. 
dit is good in Venice. Therefore, he 
borrows, for Bassanio, from Shyiock 
the usurer. Shyiock has often suffered 
under insults from Antonio, but to prove 
that a Jew is not incapable of genero 
sity, offers to lend the sum at no ir> 
terest, on the jesting forfeiture of a 
pound of flesh in the event of failure to 
repay. 
Bassanio goes to court the beauteous 
Portia, 
a wealthy heiress. Her late 
father’s will specifies the conditions for 
her marriage From one of three caskets 


of gold, silver and lead, the suitor 
must choose the one containing Portia’s 
picture. Ollie Nash as the colorful Moro­ 
ccan suitor, waves his golden scimitar 
and swashbuckles his way to the golden 
casket. Upon opening, it reveals a skull. 
His reaction is cryptic. "Oh, hell," he 
mutters before leaving in an injured 
aura of grandeur. 
Douglas Momary as the second suitor 
is comic with his falsetto voice and pris­ 
sy black costume, attended by a coterie 
of four, also in mortuary black. He choos­ 
es the silver casket and uncovers a 
fool’s head doll. 
Word arrives, in the meantime, that 
Antonio’s ships have been sunk. The bond 
falls due. Shyiock is filled with a bitter 
malice against all Christians — during 
this interval, his daughter Jessica has 
eloped 
with 
the 
Christian, Loren­ 
zo (Charlene 
Zimmerman and Vance 
Jeffries). 
Implacably, 
Shyiock deter­ 
mines to exact his pound of flesh. Bas­ 
sanio, with his newlywedded wealth, of­ 
fers to pay thrice the bond, but Shyiock 
will not yield. 
Portia appears at the trial, disguised 
as a young lawyer. She examines the 
bond and confirms that the forfeit must 
be paid. The next few minutes are elec­ 
tric with suspense — Shyiock whets his 
knife as Portia cautions him that he must 
shed no drop of Antonio’s blood at for­ 
feit of his life, for the bond gives him 
rights to nothing but flesh. Shyiock then 
tries to claim the previously offered tri­ 
ple payment, then merely the principal, 
but the court holds these to be forfeit­ 
ed. Portia then counter-charges Shyiock 
with an indirect intent to murder. For 
this, half his wealth is given over to An­ 
tonio, the other half to Jessica as an in­ 
heritance. 
He is further enjoined to become a 
Christian. 
Bobkoff shows his mettle as an actor, 
portraying with credibility, disdain, an­ 
ger, 
vengeance, 
disbelief, dismay, 
bruised dignity, abject defeat. 
After this reckoning with Shyiock, the 
play ends on a light note with a moon­ 
lit act sewing up the threads of the love 
story and bringing Portia and Bassanio 
together, revealing her role in the trial.

Kneisel as Bassanio, Hortia and 
Antonio are adequate, conforming to 
their roles in the play. 
Randy Staley 
as Launcelot, Shy lock’s defecting em­

Ideal weather conditions are 
helping to make this a big 
ocean fishing year. Lots of 
fish are being taken, at least 
those with a little salmon sense. 
Fish are running larger than 
last year and will probably run 
about one fish a rod, especially 
on party boats operating out 
of Avila. Skiffs and 
small 
boats 
are not too plentiful 
with more than a casual in­ 
terest in bottom fishing which 
has been excellent. 
At the launching facility at 
Port San Luis, Harbor Assoc­ 
iates reported 88 boats launch­ 
ed and 88 salmon checked in 
for the week ending Friday, 
July 25. This report does not 
take 
into 
account 
salmon 
brought in commercially which 
are tallied separately at the 
fish buyers’ dock on the pier 
where the DFG makes the count. 
Morro Bay also reports good 
bottom fishing although little 
activity on the salmon front. 
Anyone looking for some sal­ 
mon fishing is advised to con­ 
tact White’s Tackle Store 
in 
Avila 
Beach, which 
is 
the 
reservation agent for the Alas­ 
kan and ABC party boats oper­ 
ated by Johnny Wilson, an old- 
time fisherman and party boat 
operator. Wilson makes it his 
business to see that his cus­ 
tom ers are satisfied and able 
to take home a sack of fish. 
Whenever possible, Wilson also 
seeks to aid lady anglers, mak­ 
ing it a point to untangle their 
lines if and when the occasion 
arises. 
Surf fishing last week was 
fair to good. Evenings have 
been the best with any sand 
bar being the best spots. 
It 
is hard to point out any one 
special accessable area as be­ 
ing better than another. How­ 
ever, there is no doubt that 
surf fishing is better toward 
Mussle Rock but it takes more 
than an ordinary car to travel 
that far south along the beach 
from the Oceano Ramp. There 
are some treacherous sands 
below Oso Flaco Creek and it 
is not advisable to go beyond 
the creek unless traveling in 
a four-wheel drive or beach 
buggy as it gets expensive to 
get hauled out after getting 
stuck that far from civilization. 
Trout plantings have eased 
up and very few stream s were 
stocked last week, lopez Lake 
got a stocking and that is about 
all locally. There fishing is 
spotty. We noticed more cars 
fishing the dam than in the park. 
It seems as though the larger 
fish are congregating along the 
left bank of the lake near the 
spillway. At one time that area 
was posted. 
That particular section of the 
lake has lots of small coves 
with deep water. 
Fish will 
doubtless try and get away from 
the disturbance of the launching 
facility. However, this 
area 
when fencing is done, will be 
cut 
x pt to those with boats. 
Ir fact, onlv a small percent­ 


age of the lakeside will be open 
to 
boatless anglers after the 
completion of all fencing. 
At our last trip to the lake 
we were im pressed with the 
improvement 
in 
conditions 
there both ashore and afloat 
as well as the courtesy and 
help by the park staff. They 
have, at the best, not 
a plea­ 
sant job and welcome all the 
cooperation they can get from 
the public. As with any other 
resort area, the public there 
can get downright unpleasant. 
We have a report of suc­ 
cess by at least one SCUBA 
diver, Jim Lucas of Lompoc, 
who brought back a 170-pound 
black sea bass. Lucas speared 
the trophy-size fish while div­ 
ing in the waters off of Anacapa 
Island in the Channel Islands 
off Santa Barbara. 
With the advent of the early 
coastal deer season it should 
be noted that all young-be hunt­ 
ers again will have to pass 
a state-approved junior hunt­ 
e r rifle safety course. Young­ 
sters who have not previously 
had a license and have not pass­ 
ed the course are not elig­ 
ible to take out a hunting lic­ 
ense. 
Parents should check with 
local rifle and sportsmen’s or­ 
ganizations which annually con­ 
duct these classes under 
the 
certification of the DFG and 
the NRA. 
This training was demanded 
several years ago by the DFG 
and thrown open to the various 
sportem sn’s and rifle clubs to 
operate since the DFG did not 
have any funds to cover this. 
In spite of many rumors to the 
contrary, these courses are 
conducted by volunteers and 
no instructor is paid for his 
time or trouble. 
We were one of the original 
instructors in our own comm­ 
unity of Arroyo Grande many 
years ago. We still have our 
original card issued by the DFG 
and feel quite proud of posses­ 
sing it since we had no recent 
hunting experience, except as 
experienced as a young man and 
during the first world war. 
According to Pacific Gas and 
Electric Co. stream scouts, 
anglers in the north and cen­ 
tral areas are fishing early and 
late daily to show results. Day­ 
time 
tem peratures 
are 
in­ 
creasing, as are fire hazards, 
according to the reports. 
A check of the areas su r­ 
veyed indicated fishing in Hum­ 
boldt and Mendocino counties 
is fair to good with coastal 
salmon fishing the same. Ever 
prevalent winds are being ex­ 
perienced and anglers are warn­ 
ed to keep an eye on the con­ 
ditions while fishing. This ap­ 
plies to any fishermen trying 
unfamiliar regions. 
Further south, the Tule, Ka- 
weah and Kern rivers all are 
showing promise of fair to good 
fishing with clear, cold water 
in most cases.

Ramat Gan Stadium near here 
following

spate 
of 
Arab 
guerrilla bomb attacks in Tel 
Aviv and other Israeli cities. 
The largest foreign contingent 
competing 
in 
the 
nine-day 
games 
is 
from 
the 
United 
States. Among the 180 Ameri­ 
can sportsmen is 100 and 200 
m eters butterfly world record 
holder Mark Spitz, who will be 
competing 
in 
no 
less 
than 
eleven events. 
Also competing are two girls 
champions, South Africa’s back­ 
stroke star Karen Muir and 
Dutch butterfly ace Ada Kok. 
For the first time since the 
start of the Jewish Olympics 
series in 1932, the Maccabiah 
flame was kindled this year at 
the 
tomb 
of 
the 
legendary 
Maccabee rebels, who fought 
the Hellenistic occupation of 
Palestine in 168 B.C. 
The 
tomb 
is 
located 
at 
Modi'im on the west bank of 
the 
Jordan captured by the 
Israelis 
in 
the June, 
1967, 
Middle East war. 


Musial also was a three-time 
MVP (1943, 1946,1948), hit .331 
in 22 seasons and holds the 
career record for most total 
bases (6,134) and most extra 
base hits (1,377). 
Hoyt won 237 games while 
losing 
182, 
highlighting his 
career in the 1921 World Series 
when he pitched 27 innings for 
the New York Yankees without 
allowing an earned run by the 
Giants. 
Coveleski won 214 games, 
with 20 or more victories in 
five 
different 
seasons, 
and 
became 
one 
of

finest 
control pitchers in history. He 
said he once worked six innings 
before having a ball called.

Equality between blacks, whites 
fades as market drawing card 


NEW YORK - (NEA) - A 
soft drink company offered Gale 
Sayers of the Chicago Bears 
$7,500 to be part of its sports 
advisory 
panel. 
Seventy-five 
hundred dollars sounds like a 
sumptuous retainer. 
“ I told them to go to hell,” 
said Sayers. “ Sure, $7,500 is 
pretty good. But I found out 
they are paying a white NFL 
quarterback 
$15,000 
for the 
same thing. 
“ Endorsements 
and 
other 
outside deals are still hard to 
come by for black athletes. 
And then when you do get one, 
and they think they can buy your 
services for less than a white 
player why, that’s the ultimate 
insult.” 
A business agent who handles 
some of Oscar Robertson’s out- 
side affairs tried to set up the 
Cincinnati Royal’s star with a 
slacks endorsement. 
“ The advertiser turned me 
down,” 
said Robertson. “ He 
said he was afraid I might hurt 
their southern market. This is 
the general feeling in America, 
not just the south.” 
Sandy 
Bain, who 
is 
with 
Sportsplan in New York, an ath­ 
letes’ promotional firm which 
handles many stars of the sports 
world, said: Advertisers oper­ 
ate with a ‘fear psychology.’ 
They are still bigoted. But only 
because they feel their market, 
place is bigotted. I don’t think 
that is true, though. Advertisers 
really don’t know enough about 
their own marketplace. Adver­ 


tising 
requires 
some dar­ 
ing, and most advertisers are 
still too conventional.” 
Most of the leading hitters in 
baseball are black, most of the 
top scorers in basketball are 
black, most of the finest run- 
ners in football are black. Yet 
in the marketplace the black 
athlete is still a seconcLclass 
citizen. 
Top white athletes like Arn­ 
old Palmer, Mickey Mantle, 
Carl Yastrzemski, Fran Tar- 
kenton, Johnny Unitas and Bob 
Cosy, to mention just a few, 
have cashed in on their names 
and fame in a way that blacks 
like Sayers, Robertson, Henry 
Aaron, 
Frank Robinson 
and 
Bob Gibson have not been able 
to. 
Endorsements, commercials 
and various other business ar­ 
rangements outside of sports 
are obviously an important as­ 
pect of an athlete’s income. 
And black athletes are general­ 
ly embittered by the racial dis­ 
crimination — usually tacit — 
often practiced by advertisers. 
“ Until just a few years ago,” 
said one sports business agent, 
“ the Negro athlete wasanoner* 
tity in the marketplace. But 
things have 
improved 
some 
since then.” 
“ A few years ago we got 
nothing,” said Robertson. “ Now 
we get about 10 per cent more 
than we 
used to. But what’s 
10 per cent of nothing?. . .” 
Frank Scott was the first ath­ 
letes’ business agent. He re­ 


calls an incident in 1956 which 
demonstrated the attitude of 
some of the advertisers then. 
“ The vice-president in charge 
of advertising for a potato chip 
company called me — I didn’t 
call him — to get the 20 top 
baseball players to endorse his 
product. He wanted 10 from 
each league, one from each po­ 
sition and two pitchers. I okay­ 
ed it with the players, then sent 
the list to that vice-president. 
“ I got a call from him the 
next day, and he blasted me. 
He said, ‘What are you trying 
to put over on me? Out of 10 
National League players you got 
me four niggers.’ I don’t like 
that phrase, and I told him. I 
also said, ‘Let me tell you some­ 
thing: Show me the man who can 
leave off Mays, Aaron, Banks 
and Capanella from a National 
League All-Star team, and I’ll 
show you an idiot.’ 
“ A few years ago, the ad­ 
vertisers began a sort of ‘tok­ 
enism.’ They would usually get 
one black player in with a 
group of whites. But a black 
athlete is still a black man to 
many advertisers.” 
Another 
business 
agent 
agreed. He told of an incident 
recently 
in which 
a building 
products advertiser wanted a 
top athlete for an endorsement. 
When a black baseball star 
was suggested, he said, “ We 
prefer not to have a black man. 
Our product deals with homes. 
Any association between blacks 
and homes might scare some of

Bernice Gera, a demure, hard­ 
working housewife, remembers 
the first time she ever was 
asked for her autograph. 
A little boy was the one 
requesting 
it and when she 
asked him why in the world 
would he want her signature, he 
said: 
“ My mommie told me to get 
it because you’re the only lady 
umpire in the world.” 
Barring a last minute hitch, 
38-year-old Bernice officially 
becomes 
the first and only 
female umpire in professional 
baseball history this Friday at 
Auburn, N Y 
If 
you’re 
planning to be 
around 
that 
vicinity, 
you 
probably won’t have too much 
trouble picking her out from 
among all the otherbaseballers 
who’ll 
be 
participating 
in 
F r i d a y’s New York - Penn 
League contest between Auburn 
and Corning. 
She’ll be the only one on the 
field with the...uh. lipstick. 
Bernice battled in and out of 
court more than two years to 
crack baseball’s sex line for 
umpires and says she can tell 
you right now how she’ll feel 
suiting up for Friday’s historic 
assignment. 


“ Nervous,” 
she promises. 
“ The same way the astronauts 
felt. I originally found out about 
my assignment while watching 
the splashdown on TV and when 
I opened the mail and saw what 
was in it I felt as if I had just 
left for the moon myself.” 
There is still a possibility 
Mrs. Gera’s umpiring contract 
might not be approved by the 
National Association of Profes­ 
sional Baseball Leagues. Phil 
Piton, 
the association presi­ 
dent, merely says, “ no com­ 
ment” when asked whether he 
intends approving or disapprov­ 
ing the contract. 


Ten years or so ago one of

Cola, said, “ We want some­ 
one to enhance our product. 
We feel we’re number one in 
our field and we want some­ 
one who is number one in theirs. 
We feel the two go together. 
“ We began using famous per­ 
sonalities in commercials about 
three 
years 
ago. In sports, 
we’re had people like Parnelli 


Jones, Jim Taylor, Joe Na­ 
ni ath and W illie Mays. We do 
not hesitate about race, creed 
or religion. And we go ahead 
despite the usual handful of hate 
mail. We just want the best, 
that’s all. We had a case where 
a black personality — not an 
athlete — endorsed our prod­ 
uct, then was soon involved with 
a militant black. We were de­ 
luged with letters from every 
little old lady with tennis shoes 
in the country. 
“ An advertiser is constant­ 
ly faced with doing or not do 
ing something that will offend 
consumers, especially some of 
those people 
who set them­ 
selves up as the ‘only true 
guardians of liberty.’ But you 
can’t let that handful dictate 
your policies.” 
Black athletes are used equal­ 
ly with whites in such things 
as bubble-gum cards, sports 
equipment and other “ one-shot” 
arrangements. Rarely, howev­ 
er, do blacks endorse such it­ 
ems as clothing, which have 
great residuals. 
“ You never see sweaters or 
shirts endorsed by black ath­ 
letes the way you do with, say, 
the Arnold Palm ers,” saidSaiv 
dy Bain, a sports promotional 
agent. “ Advertisers are looking 
at the 15(Vmillion whites in the 
country, and not the 25-million 
black market.

Maybe Jack Nicklaus isn’t the 
biggest hitter in golf anymore. 
Maybe, for certain, however, 
there are few longer, straight- 
ter drivers in the game than the 
Golden Bear. 
Probably the most remarks* 
ble feature of Jack’s swing is 
his foil extension of the left 
arm during all phases. Start­ 
ing from an open stance, he 
drags the club back with his 
hands, arms, shoulders and club 
moving as one unit. 
As a result of his foil exten­ 
sion, his wrist cock is delayed 
until the club has almost reach­ 
ed the top of the swing. His 
hip turn is not as full as some, 
but Jack has a big shoulder turn 
which, in addition to his great 
extension, is a source of his 
power. 
At the top of the swing, his 
weight is concentrated on the 
right side as his left foot comes 
off the ground. Starting down, 
his first move is to shift his 
weight to the left, which allows 
the club to zoom into the hitting 
area with his wrists folly cock­ 
ed and ready for his tremedous 
release. 
At impact, the full extension 
is again highly noticable as the 
club and left arm form a straight

The Great Moon Race 
has been won. The most costly and 
technically difficult goal-directed effort in the nation’s history, 
aside from its major wars, has been crowned with complete 
success. 
What now? Is the manned landing on the moon really to be 
that giant leap into a new era for mankind, or are we just 
going to chalk it up as an impressive technological stunt and 
get down to more important business on earth? 
There is no lack of advice and comment from leading think­ 
ers. 
Some of it ranges from the less-thaivsublime to the 
more-than-ridiculous. 
In the opinion of British historian Arnold J. Toynbee, “ Go- 
ing to the moon is like building the pyramids or Louis XTV’s 
palace at Versailles. It’s rather scandalous, when human be­ 
ings are going short of necessities, to do this.” 
To flippant philosopher Marshal McLuhan, “ The moon shot is 
strictly Jules Verne. Let’s face it. It belongs to 1850.” 
Author Kurt Vonnegut believes, “ It is the Houdini aspects 
of the space program which reward most earthlings —the 
dumb ones, the dropouts, the elevator operators and steno^ 
raphers and so on. They are too dense ever to care about the 
causes of craters on the moon . . . What they like are shows 
where people get killed.” 
We have spent $33 billion on space so far, he adds. “ We 
should have spent it on cleaning up our filthy earth.” 
Sen. Philip Hart, EL Mi ch., apparently agrees. He’s impressed 
with the pile of rocks the astronauts have brought back — 
“ but I’d be more impressed with a glass of clean water from 
Lake Erie.” 
To Richard S. Lewis, managing editor of the Bulletin of 
the Atomic Scientists, such comments have an ominous ring. 
Social critics who ridicule space spending as a wicked waste 
of resources “ seem to reflect that inward - looking preoccu­ 
pation with pathological conditions so frequently displayed 
by the chronically ill who become totally involved with their 
own infirm ities.” The nation, he fears, has lost the “ spirit of 
’61,” when the moon goal was announced. 
One suspects that if the social critics didn’t have sqpace 
spending to attack, they would be hard-pressed to find a 


substitute. It could be argued that it is precisely because of 
the moon-landing project that we have become so conscious 
of our neglected earthly needs and so confident that they can be 
met. 
It seem s more than a coincidence that the same decade 
that witnessed the massive, single-minded effort of landing a 
man on the moon also witnessed the first massive assault on 
the nation’s problems of poverty, ignorance and social inequity. 
It is to be hoped that Lewis’ fears are unfounded and that 
the glorious success of the Apollo project will give us the irv- 
spiration we need to duplicate that success with humanitarian 
goals on earth. As former President Johnson said after the 
launching of Apollo 11: 


“ If the great managers of industry, the laboring people, 
the government, the scientists, all with the help of Congress’ 
can get together and do a job like this, there’s just nothing we 
can’t do.” 
Which is another way of phrasing that familiar expression, 
“ Any nation that can put a man on the moon ought to be able 
t o . . . ” 
Shall we enshrine our lunar rocks in our museums and 
phase out the infant space age with the remaining Apollo 
shots? 
British astronomer Sir Bernard Lovell: “ If you look at the 
thousands of years of civilization, you will find that only those 
communities that have been prepared to struggle with the near­ 
ly insoluble problems at the limits of their technical capability 
— those are the only communities, the only times, that civiliza- 
tion has advanced.” 


Biochemist and author Isaac Asimov: “ All science is one. 
If we push back the boundaries of darkness in any direc­ 
tion, the added light illuminates all places and not merely the 
immediate 
area uncovered. 
It is just conceivable, in other 
words, that by taking the long trip to the moon we will be tak 
ing the shortest route to unmasking the riddle of disease on 
earth.” 
The Great 
Moon Race has been won — and with it perhaps 
much more than we presently realize.

Mrs. Gaschk gave me that same feeL 
ing. I was filled at once with admir­ 
ation and pity.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
A by-product of the moon program 
eventually will bring hope to millions 
of the world’s farm poor and save un­ 
told suffering for the thousands each 
year who lose much of what they have 
in floods. 
The potential annual savings in ag­ 
riculture, shipping, fishing, forestry, 
flood control, mining, hydroelectric pow­ 
er costs and urban planning run into 
billions of dollars and tens of thousands 
of lives. 
The program calls for launching a 
series of satellites capable of monitor­ 
ing, with a variety of sensors, what is 
happening on the oceans, under shallow 
waters and on 
and beneath the surface 
of the earth. 
— Check on quick 
spreading plant dis­ 
eases on the farms, 
making 
possible 
quick action to save 
millions of dollars 
in crops each year. 
— Make 
possible 
early 
estimates of 
crop 
failures and 
bumper harvests in 
time 
for 
effective 
emergency 
market­ 
ing plans or for the hurried planting 
of substitute crops. 
— Keep track of the depth of snow 
in vital areas, and the rate of melt­ 
ing, foretelling floods in time for em ­ 
ergency corrective action. Long range, 
the data will make possible the more 
efficient location and design of flood- 
control projects. 
— Provide more information needed 
for accurately forecasting storms on 
land or sea. 
— Map ocean characteristics that will 
enable commercial ocean fishing to more 
accurately detemine where schools of 
fish are running. 
— Make possible cheaper, safer and 
more pleasant travel by sea through the 


continual charting of areas with heavy 
waves. 
— Map shoals dangerous to naviga­ 
tion, point to areas potentially rich 
in 
mineral 
deposits, 
make 
it possible 
through snow depth and water runoff 
reporting for hydro-electric utilities to 
use more efficiently the water available 
with savings that seem fantastic. 
— Monitor the spread of underground 
coal mine fires, thus aid in preventing 
the spread of dangerous gases in urban 
areas. 
— Provide relatively cheap and ac­ 
curate land use maps of large areas 
for urban planning. 


-—Give great amounts of precise data 
on air and water pollution, the nef essary 
first step in bringing these evils under 
control. 


The first experimental satellite inthis 
program is due to orbit in 1972. If all 
goes well, and the bugs in the system 
are no greater than anticipated, by 1975 
this country could have a satellite in 
operation feeding data into vast com­ 


puter complexes which would automat 
ically record the information, then col 
late, interpret and spew it out in usable 
form. 
The initial satellites would collec 
data only for the United States itself 
There is no reason an expanded systen 
could not cover the world, once the pro 
gram proves itself technically. 
These earth services satellites couli 
thus provide a sort of technical aid pro 
gram of great value to both develope< 
and developing countries at a relatively 
modest cost for the United States oi 
for a co-operating group of the tech 
nically advanced nations. 
It must be emphasized that this pro 
gram whould not have been possibh 
without the satellite know-how, instru 
ments, sensors and, most importantly, 
the precision, reliability, miniaturiza 
tion and computer techniques developec 
for getting a man on the moon. 
This gives the lie to those who main 
tain that this space advanture has beer 
a stunt of little use in solving man’s 
basic problems.

Courthouse Report by Dick Praul 


HUD document aired 


By DICK PRAUL 
“The Overall Program Design For a 
Comprehensive Plan of the Santa Bar­ 
bara County Area.” 
This is the title of the voluminous 
document about which the dean of the 
County Planning Commission got a bit 
upset the other day. 
What actually is this 55-page program 
which was inspired by the U S. Depart­ 
ment of Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) and has presumably put the county 
into the planning business as never 
before? 


The veteran planner— Dr. M.V. Dun­ 
can— took one look at it and heard 
Planning Director Herbert Divelbiss ex­ 
plain it, and said he didn’t believe in 
this kind of planning. 
Taken aback by this criticism, ob- 
vioudly, was Divelbiss. 
Colleagues said later that Divelbiss 
was actually 
presenting the document 
to the commission with some degree of 
pride, and had faith in its objectives. 
Over the years, Dr. Duncan has im­ 
pressed 
his 
colleagues on the 
com­ 
mission, the planning staff, and news­ 
men coverning the meetings with his 
ability to size up a situation perfectly 
in a few words and proceed to win 
support for it or virtually demolish the 
proposition. 


County planning staff members are hop­ 
ing his criticism of the plan— which 
seemingly has won endorsement by coun­ 
ty 
supervisors 
and 
city 
planning 
directors— was a one-shot deal. 
Dr. Duncan's thrust at the govern­ 
ment-inspired plan— which Divelbiss 
said is needed if the countv is to get 


Federal grants to carry on certain vital 
planning 
processes 
in the county— 
shouldn’t be taken to indicate the veteran 
planning official is now against plan­ 
ning, per se, he made it clear. 
He explained he just didn’t care for 
this kind of planning. 
The plan has the endorsement of the 
10-member Santa Barbara County-Cit- 
ies Area Planning Council. This is 
composed of county supervisors and 
representatives of the five cities. A try 
by special d istricts to get five members 
on the council to represent them may 
run into a roadblock, it is reported. 
Divelbiss showed he feels the five- 
year plan is a step forward in area- 
wide planning. 
It is seen in some respects as a 
vital instrument for city and county 
planners, and all other public agencies 
in the county. 
The main purpose it would appear 
behind the program — which is slated 
for updating and review each year— is 
to avoid costly duplication capital out­ 
lays by neighboring public agencies who 
could share a new 
central facility__ 
whether it be for the purpose ot dis­ 
tributing and filtering water, or handl­ 
ing sewer, or transportation, or even 
combatting air pollution. 
Right now, the County Planning Com­ 
mission members have accepted Divel­ 
b iss’ invitation to study the document 
and make any comments on it later. 
It requires a bit of homework, be in­ 
timated, and isn’t the most exciting of 
reading. No planning report ever 
is. 
But it can perform a most useful function 
as county problems persist and multiply 
in many areas. Divelbiss feels.
